1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Dobashi et al . , substantially for the 
reasons set forth in paragraph No. 6 of Paper No. 5, together 
with the following additional observations . In light of 
applicants' amendments to claim 1, note particularly claims 4 and 
10, which when read together with the limitations of their 
respective independent claims 3 and 9 clearly read upon the 
claimed genus of embodiments in both of applicants' claims 1 and 
2. Additionally, the recitation in each of these dependent 
claims that the tackifier is a "hydrogenated terpene-phenol 
resin" is indeed believed to 'meet*' the definition of a copolymer 
as set forth in the present claims, despite applicants' comments 
to the contrary at page 5 , second paragraph of their response . 
That is , the aforementioned hydrogenated terpene-phenol resin is 
the same copolymer as the second copolymer set forth in 
applicants' newly amended Markush grouping in claim 1. 

3. Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P. 
§ 706.07(a) . Applicants are reminded of the extension of time 
policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a).
